I'm not exactly sure what they 
were referring to, but once upon 
a time I made spatter prints of 
leaves. In fact I too decorated an 
envelope both front and back. The 
mere thought of leaf prints took 
me back to an afternoon years 
ago, that was full of tremendous 
interest. 

Making leaf prints is a facin- 
ating occupation. One way is to 
use printer’s ink and a roller. An- 
other is to spatter with ink,using 
a toothbrush. A new use for an old 
toothbrush. This offers endless 
possibilities in the educational, 
artistic and entertainment way. 

It’s done like this. Collect some 
leaves from the ground. Now is 
an excellent time. They can be 
found along streets, in woodlands 
and parks. Those of interesting 
shapes, with lobes (points or di- 
visions) make the most attractive 
prints. Use leaves as nearly per- 
fect as possible. Press them be- 
tween layers of newspapers in a 
book or magazine, under a weight, 
for a couple of days, if possible. 
They are easier to work with 
when flat.

August 1, the Red Cross blood- 
mobile held a blood bank here and 
46 pints of blood were donated, 15 
from Hinsdale and 31 from Win- 
chester. Volunteers from the VEFW 
Auxiliary worked in the canteen. 
Dr. John Doyle of Hinsdale and 
Dr. Thomas O'Connor of Win- 
chester were the attending phys- 
icians. The second Thursday of 
each month at the nurse’s office in 
the Community Center, baby 
clinics are held from 1:30 to 3:30 
p.m. It is hoped more will attend 
this clinic. Dr. Thomas O’Connor 
gave physical examinations to 520 
pupils in September according to a 
school report by Mrs. Gloeckler. 

The district. nuyse’s work repre- 
sented 620 inspections, 521 heights 
and weights, 16 first aid, 66 school 
visits, six home visits and one 
transported to the doctor's office.

Editor, Northfield Press: 


Off the Beaten Track 

Sometimes it is an advantage to 
the beaten track, like lovely Col- 
rain, Leyden, Westhampton, Barre 
or many other charming hill towns 
in Western Massachusetts that I 
might mention—no dust, peace 
and quiet, comparative safety in 
crossing the road. Here in North- 
field, with the merging of Routes 
10 and 63, we do have an almost 
continuous flow of traffic, necessi- 
tating a sharp lookout, north and 
south, in attempting to cross Main 


street.

However, if we -wish to visit a 
neighboring town, whether for 
shopping or pleasure, we must de- 
pend on transfer service from the 
Northfield Hotel to the few trains 
still running from East Northfield, 
or get out the family car, if we 
are fortunate enough to own one. 
Here is a real problem for those 
dependent on “Shank’s Mare,” or 
the courtesy of friends. 

Fourteen years ago, when I first 
came to live in Northfield, the 
town was served by three railroad 
lines and the East Northfield R.R. 
station. (formerly South Vernon, 
Vermont), bore the dignity of be- 
ing a “junction,” with the Boston 
and Maine and Vermont Central 
crossing there and the B. and M. 
offshoot running to Keene, N. H. 
(listed in the timetables as “Ash- 
uelot Branch” and we had a turn- 
table to reverse the engines)—a 
scenic twenty-mile stretch along 
the busy, tumbling Ashuelot river. 
(Why is it I always thought of 
Tennyson's lines: “floating down 
to Camelot’?) We also had our 
own Northfield station on the Ver- 
mont Central, a direct line to the 
manufacturing cities and summer 
resorts of East-Central Connecti- 
cut. The freight trains still pass 
through here with their alerting 
whistles in the wee'small hours 
but the passenger service its dis- 
continued and as for the station, 
who knows where it is? 

Time was, when I thought’ Ray 
Franklin must be one of the busi- 
est station agents on the B. and 
M., working the switches, answer- 
ing questions, writing tickets, 
while the train waited, and rush- 
ing out to deliver to the engineer 
a despatch caught on the end of a 
sort of long-handled butterfly net, 
without the net. And oh, those 
hectic days for the arrival and re- 
turning of ‘“Fem.-Sems.”! ‘The
